Manila, May 5- [Special]—General 


Luna, commanding the Filipinos, was 
wounded in the fighting which occurred 
yesterday around San Tomas. 


The route of the enemy atj San 


Tomas' fight was complete, the "'Fili- 
pinos fleeing on trains toward San Fer- 
nando. 


They left the town of 
San Tomas. a 


complete ruin, nearly every house in the 
place having been destroyed by fire. The 
advance on San Fernando was resumed 
this morning.

Rebels Became Bolder and Attempted to 


lireak Through Lines 


Manila, 
Muy 
5— [Special ]— The 


rebels south of Manila, who have been 
-indulging in petty attacks on the Amer- 
icans recently, became bolder last night 
and made an attempt to break through 
Ovenshiue's lines. 


They were easily routed, but main- 


tained a desultory fight on the Ameri- 
can's position for some hours afterward. 


The navy co-operated today with the 


land forces in punishing the rebels who 
made the attacks. 
|f At daybreak the Monadnock drew in 
close to Paranaqua and began shelling 
the place and the bombardment has 
continued all day doing tremendous 
damage.

A small detachment of rebels were 


left to cover the retreat.

The early dispatches from Gen. Otis 


clearly defined the general plan of his 
latest movement. 
He is moving in 


two main columns, Maj.-Gen. MaeA-r- 
thur pushing straight forward over a 
nine-mile stretch of country between 
Calumpit and the latest rebel strong- 
hold, San Fernando, 
and Maj.-Gen. 


Lawton, directing a strong force under 
Col. 
Sumner to prevent the insurgents 


from retreating from 
San Fernando 


into the mountains to the north. The 
later dispatches showed that there had 
been hot work in the execution of this 
movement, particularly in Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's advance on Sari Fernando. 


The defeat o£ Luna at San Tomas 


and the scattering of the 
insurgent 


forces leaves Mac-Arthur four miles 
from San Fernando with a clear road 
before him. He will take the city to- 
day, 
according to Gen. Otis' plans. 


The taking of towns is no longer 


•looked upon by the authorities here 
as of chief moment, the main consid- 
eration being to intercept the insur- 
gents. 


Gen. 
Lawton's movement northward 


to Maasin is designed to keep a body 
of American troops to the north ;of the 
rebels and between them and their 
line of retreat to the 
mountains. A 


successful execution of this move will 
leave the insurgents wellnigh sur- 
rounded on the north, though there is 
a'stretch of about seven' miles 
from 


Maasin to the Rio Grande along which 
the rebels are retiring. 
If the rebels 


do succeed '.in getting into the moun- 
tains war department officials believe 
they cannot continue 
organized 
re- 


sistance, as the mountain localities 
afford much less opportunities for sus- 
tenance than the rich lands along the 
foothills and bottoms'. 
The authori- 


ties here are well satisfied with the 
manner in which our forces are placed.

It says Consul Wild- 
man scooped in ten thousand dollars for 
silence money and that the conflict with 
the Filipinos was precipitated by the 
Americans that they might not be'called 
upon to execute their promises. It also 
says 1hat the Filipino women and chil 
dren are ruthlessly slaughtered, and 
tonally that it is common talk that Amer- 
ican officers stripped the buildings of all 
kinds of valuables.

Royal Headgear. 


The coronet of a Duke consists of 


alternate crosses and leaves, the leaves 
being a representation of the leaves of 
the parsley plant. The Princes of the 
royal blood also wear a similar crown. 
The state headgear of a Marquis con- 
sists of a diamond surrounded by flow- 
ers and pearls and placed- alternately. 
An Earl, -however, has neither flowers 
nor leaves surmounting his circlet, but 
only points rising each with a pearl on 
the top. A Viscount has neither flow- 
ers nor points, but only the plain.cir- 
clet adorned with pearls, which regard- 
less of the number, are placed on the 
crown itself. A Baron has only six 
pearls on the golden border, not rais-. 
ed to distinguish him from an Earl, 
and the number of pearls renders the 
diadem distinct from that of a Vis- 
count. 


.Paper Sang-lng by Machinery. 


Paper can now be hung by machin- 


ery. The device has a rod on which 
a roll of paper is placed, and a paste 
reservoir with a feeder placed so aa 
to engage the wrong side of the paper. 
The end of the paper is fastened to 
the bottom of the wail, and machine 
started up the wall, being held in place 
by the operator. 
A roller follows the 


paper as it unwinds and 
presses it 


against the wall. .When the top of the 
wall is reached the operator pulls a 
string, which cuts the paper off from 
the roll.

Ger- 
many should seek its own advantage 
in the new American, colonial policy 
by gaining a foothold in South Amer- 
ica, where the United States no longei 
can prevent the powers of Europe 
from planting their flags." 


It is pointed out by these papers 


that the lands of the Hanseatic Colo- 
nization company of Hamburg 
and 


Bremen in southern Brazil are larger 
than all of the grand duchy oC^Olden- 
•burg. Among the shareholders of this 
company are many of the high nobil- 
ity, or so it is rumored. It is urged 
that the government should negotiate 
with Brazil for the purchase outright 
of these lands, on which the German 
flag should be planted. 


The government has recently permit- 


ted the North German bloyd Steam- 
ship company to carry German emi- 
grants to Brazil, where they are not 
lost to the fatherland, but act as - ad- 
vance agents of German commerce. 
The German government is now sup- 
porting a school in southern Brazil.
